Dear Sir, 

On June 21, 1990 I was hand delivered by Mr. Kent Caraway, Indian Nations 
Council Executive and a Mr* Roger Scott a letter indicating that my resignation 
with the B.S.A. should be denied. 

The only explanation I received, then and to date, was that an adult, ex-boy 
scout, had been arrested for child molestation. During a counseling session this 
person person said he did' it because he was sexually molested approximately ten 
years ago, as a 12 or 13 year old, and he named me as the molester. Apparently, 
the counselor reported this information to a Department of Human Service super- 
visor, who in turn reported to the B.S.A. Council. 

I deny this allegation and cannot understand why I was singled out as the 
^ ^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^j i s traumatic event with my wife W^j^^^^^^^^^^M 

who have known me since joining B.S.A. in 1972, many possible explanation have 
been pointed out to me. 

Some possibilities might be envy or anger of my familys 1 involvement inScouts 
and recognition of our work; my high profile in Scouts in which literally thousands 
of young men knew me in my various positions and as ASM in charge of the physical 
well being and 1st Aid with Troop 26, one of the largest troops in the country. 
In retrospect, some 1st Aid problems treated by me maybe could have been consider- 
ed by some as a type of molestation, such as removal of ticks, treatment of 
chigger bites, galling, removal of splinters, anal problems , etc. , in sensitive 
areas. In most instances, other adults were present in the 1st Aid tent or near- 
by when treatment was given. Many times I have used humor to alleviate tension 
or anxieties of the young men concerning their problems. As a result I became 
the brunt of many jokes made by some T26 adults and other boys. 

Just two days prior to the 120 boys and men of T26 leaving for the 1981 
Jamboree trip, I had an emergency Hemorrhoids excise operation causing no small 
amount of discomfort, much joking about my condition, and limiting my activities 
for the enti nr trip. 

One incident in particular which received much attention on this 1981 Trip 
at that time and has been retold many times over the years. In Washington, D.C., 
the night prior to arrival at the Jamboree, a young scout developed an urinary 
and lower bowel obstruction, and naturally was very uncomfortable. After examin- 
ation and determining the problem as requested by SM Shaffer the decision to 
attempt to relieve the condition by use of soap and manual manipulation was 
made by me with agrrement by SM Sfaffer. This decision was influenced by the rule 
made that if one person was physically delayed by goin to the hospital the 
entire group would have to be delayed in meeting our schedule, if it could not 
be treated as a 1st Aid problem. Fortunally it was successful and the young 
man has thanked me many times since. 

The story of this incident has become a legend in T26, and, as with many 
legends, may have grown out of proportion with the retelling, and possibly was 
misunderstood by some younger scouts. The legend grew even to the point that a 
large pair of rubber gloves were presented to me in jest. These gloves are still 
used by adults and leadership corps boys for dishwashing and often are pointed 
out, when noticed by newer scouts, as Grandpa's (my troop nickname) examination 
gloves and to be wary of them, inferring that they should stay healthy, or else!

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During the time^riod of the allegation in the eaWy 80' s, I was also 
Indian Oners District Chairman. In this position I worked with many younq 
men and adult leaders in district funtions. I am not naive enough to think that 
I may not of enjoyed the full support of all these individuals 
k ^ In ^ ddi r on r y troop and distn 'ct activies at that time, I was appointed 
I 2 e £ h ! n $ oun . cl1 Executive Herb McCoggins to the position of Lay Advisor 
of the O.A. Ta Tsu Hwa #138 Lodge in which postion I served for 4 years This 
placed me in contact with additional large numbers of youths and adults at 
council -wide events. The Lodge membership at that time was approximately 1200 
I was required to make some hard decisions regarding qualifications and behavoral 
problems, and no doubt I made more than one individual unhappy with my action 
I have been on three Philmont Treks. I have been told, and I fully aqre»" 
that a persons true personality and character are most evident when faced with 
the trials and extreme hardships that happen at Philmont. My first trek was 
made in 979 at age 58. Included in this group were my son and 30 others from 
T26, includin^8ni Sharfer, H.H.(Herb) Cunningham and his son, I " 

i h ! s J on ^^^ and mn Y otner adu1t s and their youno men. We 1 a u yoc 
splendidly. My second Trek in 1988 at age 67, was made 'with Tulsa T-222 
Mostly strangers to me. This Trek was led by Tom Crewson, District Judqe of 
the Juvenile Court. Alsoon this trek was Jack Zink, Indian Nations Council 
President, and his son Though I had some knee problems I feel that I 

was well accepted into the group and enjoyed myself greatly. My last Trek 
in 1989 at age 68 was one I enjoyed the most. Partly because it was the 10th 
anniversary of my son and my first Trek, and we were invited to go with T22? 
again, and I was in very good health. Tom Crewson again was the trek leader 
J||||^|^5, myself, and Gary Watts were the adults of our 9 man crew. 
■■^^^H, Gary's son, was Crew Chief. Incidently, Gary Watts, Tulsa County 
Councilman is not aware of this action as far as I know. However, I think 
we became good friends because of this experience. 

It should be evident to you that I have worked with a significant number 
of youths and adults during my 18 years of service tothe B.S.A.. I know that by 
far these were positive in nature. Since I have been unable to ascertain who- 
made the allagation, I cannot possibly answer why they were made againest me, 
other than possible misunderstanding some incident, misplaced anger toward me 
or my family, using me as a scapegoat, or out of sheer spite. To quote 8171 
Shaffer, 20 year SM of T26, and a youth counselor at Shadow Mountain Institute 
in Tulsa, There are a lot of sick and angry young people in the world today, 
and many of the kids I work with, come up with some very believeable stories 
and accusations concerning their behavior. Many are eaaer to blame others than 
themselves for their actions." 
^^Jncidenyy, Mr. Dick Austin of the National Staff, along with his sons 
SSS^mSS^d^M' were members of T26 when he was a Staff member of the Indian 
nations Counci 1 . 8ecause of our shared Philmont experience, many troop campouts , 
1981 and 1985 Jamborees', summer camps at the Tyler, Texas Council Camp Pirtl*. 
Order of the Arrow and other counci 1 -wide events, I believe he could confirm 
most of what I have spoken about. 

My family has shared my involvement in Scouting. My wife and I worked together 
in Cub Scouts, District affairs, and in Training functions. She has been very 
supportive to me and my son in scouting. My son and I have been together on 
most campouts, trips, and OA functions. Naturally I am most proud of him. He made 
Eagle Scout in 1978. and has held many leadership positions: T26 SPL and Leader- 
ship Corps Chairman, OA Chapter Chief, Lodge Vice Chief, Vigil Ceremony Chief 
until he became 21 in 1985. Also, during the summers of 1979 and 1980, he was 
Staff Aquatics Director at Indian Nations Council Camp Garland. He was selected 
for the O.A. Vigil Honor in 1981 and recieved the O.A. Founders Award in 1983. 
In 1981 he was the National Youth Representative for our District, Council, and 
Region. In any of these above positions, perhaps he too may have made a few 
unknown enemiesin this time frame of the early 80's since he too, was involved 




with a grea.t number o^poung men. I hope not, . 

I have been fortunate that my peers have considered me worthy of a number 
of awards: Troop 25 Man of the Year 1979 , Vigil Honor 1983 and Founders Award 
in 1988, District Award of Merit 1982, Silver Beaver in 1984. I indicate this 
because I can not feel that these awards were ill-advised, or that my peers 
could make such an error of judgement of my character. 

In' concl usion , I hereby request a review of the decision made by the Indian 
Nations Council Executive. I feel it was a knee-jerk reaction made by the new 
exec, who does not know me, consulted with me, or others. I thought the letter 
was a bit ironic, concerning resignation, since I have not been very active the 
last nine months. Due to my age of 69 last May, my general health, financial and 
business problems I have not been able to attend campouts , summer camp, 1990 
Jamboree, Phllmont Trek, or many troop meetings. I have been planning on retiring 
but not resigning from the 8SA. I have purposively delayed this request for review 
to see if any legal charges were to bebrought againest me. Private and personal 
contacts with individuals I know in the Oklahoma State and Tulsa County District 
Attorneys Office have told me that no charges have been filed, and that they 
felt that none will be. Therefore, 1 can assure you that no legal adversarial 
action will be taken by me. 

I pray that you or the committee will come to a favorable decision;* not 
only for me or my wife, but also for my sonH^who has gained so much from 
Scouting and at this time is very bitter and has great difficulty in understanding 
why the comments of one person should be heard above the feelings of so many 
others .

contacted Roger R. Scott, a local attorney and Council 
3oard Member . A meeting was held in 21r. Scott's office 
with me, Bill Shaffer (SM T.26), Judy Crane from the 
Correction Department and Scott. Mr. Scout refused to 
consider any action aga inst George until a sworn 
statement was taken from frl^lrH Judy Crane arranged 
this. After the statement was taken, a copy of which 
was furnished to you, I concluded the Council had no 
choice but to cancel Newman's registration . Mr. Scott 
concurred. Together we went to Newman and so informed 
him. At no time did Mr. Mewman protest his innocence 
or even inquire into the nature of the complaint 
against him. He muttered something about numerous 
intimacies and he did not appear surprised at the 
Council ' s action. He stated it "would do no good" to 
appeal his situation and he did not want to drag others 
into this. (These references are taken from notes made 
by Mr. Scott shortly after the meeting with 
Mr . Newman . ) 

Later, the Department of Corrections notified Newman's 
employer, the Juvenile Judge, about the charges and 
George resigned his position as Bailiff. The Juvenile 
Judge , Tom Crewson , is also a registered Scout, a 
former Scoutmaster , and active in Council affairs . He 
inquired of Mr. Scott about the Council's action and 
concurred under the circumstances. 

3. ( Other volunteers consulted. ) In addition to Mr. Scott 
(Council Vice President) I discussed this with Bill 
Shaffer, SM,T-26, the Troop with which Newman was 
affiliated. He concurred in this action, though 
reluctantly. He had known George many years while SM 
o f T 2 6 . I also discussed this with Jack Zink , Council 
President, and the incident was reported at an 
Executive Committee meeting . In addition , I discussed 
the matter with Judge Crewson, and with Kelly Vance, a 
volunteer, and a member of the Tulsa Police Department. 



I feel our actions have been "by the book" in this case 
and, having b een confronted with the sworn statement of 
the Council had no choice but to cancel 
s registration. The steps described in BSA 
publication 3 4-19 9 were followed . Specifically it 
states : 

"An allegation that appears to have 
substance. . . .necessitates the immediate 
removal of the alleged abuser from the 
program" (BSA Publ. 34-100 p. 12).

Information was gathered from the Corrections 
Department and a sworn statement was taken from 
His testimony was highly believable. I do not believe 
it was false nor was it made to injure George Newman. 
It appeared to surface in the course of routine group 
therapy, totally unconnected to filing a complaint. 

All communication with George Newman has been confidential 
and the contents of this letter must be treated accordingly. 
George was informed of his appeal rights and, even though he 
initially stated it would do no good, he did appeal to your 



I recently discussed George's appeal with Bill Shaffer. 
Bill would like very much to believe the charges are unfounded, 
but he admits that George could not return to T-26 under the 
circumstances. The "soap and manipulation" technique described 
in Newman's appeal letter was confirmed by Shaffer, although in 
retrospect, he feels it was not a good idea. That incident and 
other references in George's letter reveal, to my view, an 
inordinate interest or predisposition to first aid involving a 
boy's private parts. If someone came to me today with a "soap 
and manipulation" story, I am sure I would recommend cancellation 
of the perpetrator's registration. While such acts in 1981 might 
pass scrutiny , certainly they have no no place in leader-boy 
relationships in 19 9*0 . 

In my conversation with Mr. Scott, I know of his concern in 
balancing the rights of an accused and complying with 3SA policy. 
Both he and I feel both interests were protected in this case. 
However, Scott is of the opinion George is entitled to confront 
his accuser. Thus, if it would be of benefit to the Review 
Committe^^^uch a confrontation should be made available. I 
believe HISS would be agreeable. If George refuses to confront 
the situation, perhaps the appeal should be dismissed. If he 
avails himself of the confrontation in the presence of the Review 
Committee, then the Committee will have, first hand, the 
testimony of both men and draw its own conclusions.
